value  of  the  person's  residence.  If  RSA72:43-f  is  adopted  by 
a  town  or  city,  RSA  72:39  shall  not  apply  to  that  municipality.

Treasurer's  Report 

January  1, 1994  to  December  31, 1994 

During  1994,  the  Town  was  able  to  reduce  its  borrowing  by  $25,000  from  the 
amounts  borrowed  in  1993.  A  tax  anticipation  note  in  the  amount  of  $100,000.00 
was  taken  out  in  May  and  paid  back  in  June;  another  in  the  same  amount  was 
taken  out  in  November  and  paid  back  in  December.  Total  interest  costs  were 
$915.83,  down  from  $1,568.75  the  previous  year. 

The  Town  bought  property  and  yield  taxes  in  the  amount  of  $90,844.07.  This 
amount  is  not  included  in  the  following  reports  as  either  revenues  or  expendi- 
tures. A  portion  of  those  liens  have  been  redeemed,  and  that  portion  is  reflected 
in  the  reports. 

Reminder:  There  will  be  a  $10.00  fee  charged  for  any  check  returned  by  the 
bank  for  insufficient  funds.  Payment  of  the  fee  and  the  check  must  be  made  in 
cash  or  by  certified  check  or  money  order. 

The  reports  that  follow  are  true  summaries  taken  from  the  books  of  the  Trea- 
surer for  the  period  from  January  1, 1994  through  December  31, 1994,  and  are 
complete  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief.

The  planning  board  is  in  the  process  of  revamping  the  present  Zoning  ordi- 
nance to  bring  it  up  to  date  to  conform  with  the  recent  changes  in  the  NH 
Enabling  Legislation.  There  are  some  inconsistencies  within  the  ordinance  that 
need  to  be  rectified  as  well  as  some  wording  that  might  come  under  legal 
scrutiny.  We  plan  to  present  the  revised  ordinance  to  the  voters  with  a  series  of 
hearings  this  year,  hopefully  starting  by  late  spring.  We  will  also  be  working  on 
the  Subdivision  Ordinance  to  make  it  compatible  with  zoning.  Some  of  the 
things  that  we  will  be  looking  at  will  be  wetland  zoning  and  the  size  of  building 
lots  in  subdivisions  based  on  soil  type. 

This  past  year  we  have  two  members  resign  with  the  alternates  filling  these 
vacancies.  We  are  always  open  to  having  those  interested  in  the  planning 
process  serve  as  alternates.

Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  Corp. 

The  Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  Corps  responded  to  25  calls  in  Brookfield  in 
1994.  Of  those  calls,  21  were  for  home  accidents  or  illness,  2  were  for  motor 
vehicle  accidents,  and  2  were  for  standby  at  a  fire.  Of  the  25  calls,  18  were  for 
transportation  to  area  hospitals. 

The  Corps  presently  has  20  members,  of  which  15  are  Emergency  Medical 
Technicians  and  2  are  First  Responders.  Of  the  15  EMTs,  8  are  qualified  for 
defibrillation  and  2  are  qualified  for  intravenous  treatment  and  1  is  qualified 
for  limited  drug  infusion. 

During  1994  the  Corps  logged  over  2300  hours  of  voluntary  service  for  calls  and 
training  with  no  compensation  other  than  personal  pride  and  satisfaction  of 
helping  others  in  need. 

Please  remember  the  Corps  still  holds  a  free  monthly  blood  pressure  clinic  the 
first  Wednesday  of  each  month  from  10:00  am  to  noon  at  the  Branch  River 
Commons  in  Wakefield.

Brookfield  Report  1994 

The  police  department  had  an  active  year  in  1994  with  an  increase  in  calls  for 
service.  Alcohol  and  Substance  abuse  is  of  primary  concern  to  us,  as  they  are  a 
factor  in  most  criminal  activity.  The  vast  majority  of  suspects  arrested  for 
criminal  offenses  were  under  the  influence  of  an  alcoholic  beverage,  or  other 
substance  at  the  time  of  arrest,  or  when  the  offence  was  committed.  Rarely  are 
police  officers  summoned  to  a  domestic  disturbance,  that  substance  use  is  not 
involved.  Only  too  often,  we  are  apprehending  juveniles  in  possession  of 
alcoholic  beverages  and  drugs.  Anything  we  can  do  to  encourage  our  youth  to 
avoid  experimentation  with  these  substances  is  a  tremendous  service  to  them, 
and  may  save  their  lives.

Report  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission 

The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  is  a  voluntary  association  of  local 
communities  designated  by  area  towns  as  the  organization  that  brings  towns 
and  cities  within  the  region  together.  By  associating  and  pooling  resources,  local 
governments  have  a  highly  trained  professional  staff  available  to  them  for  a 
wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  current  expertise  include  land  use  and 
transportation  planning,  master  planning,  environmental  planning,  capital 
improvement  programming,  economic  and  community  development,  housing, 
fiscal  and  environmental  impact  analysis,  geographic  information  systems  and 
computerized  cartography,  household  hazardous  waste  collections  and  site  plan 
review.  Communities  may  also  obtain  the  services  of  a  professional  planner  on  a 
regular  basis  through  our  circuit  rider  program  or  on  a  fee  basis.  The  Commis- 
sion also  provides  a  framework  to  protect  and  further  the  interests  of  our 
communities  with  the  state  and  federal  government. 

Your  support  helps  the  LRPC  maintain  a  comprehensive  regional  planning  effort 
and  enables  the  Commission  to  perform  various  projects  and  activities  for 
regional  benefit.  Over  the  past  year  the  LRPC: 
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Provided  consultation  and  assistance  to  thirty-one  member  communities. 

Met  repeatedly  with  federal  and  state  officials  and  agency  representatives  to 
influence  policy  and  help  keep  the  region  an  active  participant  in  many 
ongoing  programs. 

Contracted  and  coordinated  the  11th,  and  largest,  regional  household 
hazardous  waste  program  in  the  Lakes  Region  serving  over  twenty 
municipalities  in  a  one  day  super  collection. 

Sponsored  fall  and  spring  sessions  of  the  N.H.  Law  Lecture  Series. 

Served  as  a  Board  Member  of  the  Belknap  County  Economic  Development 
Council,  a  county-wide  initiative  for  economic  betterment. 

Initiated  work  on  an  innovative  study  of  the  Route  16  corridor  from  the 
seacoast  to  Errol,  NH,  in  coordination  with  the  N.H.  Dept.  of  Transportation 
and  three  other  regional  planning  commissions. 

Completed  a  draft  update  of  the  regional  housing  needs  assessment  in  the 
Lakes  Region  as  mandated  by  state  statute  for  local  housing  plans. 

Initiated  work  on  an  agreement  through  the  Scenic  Byways  program  which 
will  enable  us  to  computerize  and  display  historic  sites  using  GIS  and 
scanning  technology  for  the  benefit  of  the  Lakes  Region  Heritage  Tourism 
Roundtable. 

Completed  the  Manual  of  Model  Ordinances:  a  comprehensive  report  on  best 
management  practices  containing  model  ordinances  for  shoreland  protection, 
subsurface  disposal  systems,  erosion  and  sedimentation  control  and  wetlands 
protection.  The  report  was  prepared  with  support  from  many  people 
including  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Environmental  Services,  Belknap  and 
Carroll  County  Conservation  Districts  and  the  North  Country  Resource 
Conservation  and  Development  Area,  Inc. 

Submitted  another  application  to  the  N.H.  Department  of  Environmental 
Services  to  continue  implementation  efforts  identified  in  Phase  I  of  the  Lake 
Winnipesaukee  Watershed  Project. 

Completed  a  major  update  of  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Program 
(OEDP)  which  enables  members  to  apply  for  economic  development  funding 
assistance  from  the  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration. 

Reorganized  the  regional  transportation  advisory  committee  to  a  technical 
advisory  committee  to  improve  regional  representation  and  identify  projects 
for  inclusion  in  the  update  of  transportation  plans  and  programs. 
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•  Initiated  a  region-wide  land  use  and  transportation  inventory  to  support 
Department  of  Transportation  efforts  leading  to  the  development  of  a 
statewide  transportation  model.

Report  of  the  Bicentennial  Commission 


Brookfield  began  its  bicentennial  year  with  a  January  program  on  historic 
costuming  and  a  series  of  Saturday  morning  coffee  hours  hosted  by 
several  members  of  the  community.  A  newsletter  outlining  the  year's 
events  was  mailed  to  the  townspeople  in  January  and  by  March  a 
commemorative  booklet  had  been  published.  Town  Meeting  was  the 
forum  for  a  reenactment  of  the  first  meeting  in  the  newly  incorporated 
Brookfield  on  March  10, 1795.  At  the  1994  meeting  townsfolk  were 
appointed  to  honorary  positions  such  as  fence  viewers,  surveyors  of 
highways,  and  culler  of  staves. 

The  quarterly  meeting  in  April  featured  a  speaker  on  graveyard  restora- 
tion. In  June,  a  pancake  breakfast  at  the  Town  House  kicked  off  the 
Conservation  Commission's  annual  clean-up  day.  Also  on  this  day, 
townsfolk  participated  in  a  flag  raising  ceremony,  during  which  the  new 
town  flag  and  bicentennial  flag  were  dedicated. 
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In  early  summer  many  townspeople  placed  historical  signs  on  their  homes,  and 
the  Commission  placed  signs  at  several  historic  sites.  Among  the  plantings 
around  the  Town  House  and  in  the  Bicentennial  Memorial  Garden  was  the 
bicentennial  flower,  the  purple  coneflower.  A  scarecrow  contest  and  biggest- 
tree-in-town  contest  enlivened  July,  when  winners  were  announced.  Travel 
Through  Time  Day,  also  in  July,  featured  a  tour  of  eight  historic  homes  and  four 
gardens  as  well  as  a  number  of  demonstrations  of  eighteenth  century  crafts. 
Brookfield  memorabilia  were  displayed  at  the  Town  House,  while  i  the  carriage 
shed  the  works  of  Brookfield  artists  were  showcased.  Sunday  in  the  Park  was 
another  stop  in  the  time  line  with  old  fashioned  refreshments  and  live  Dixieland 
jazz  provided  on  the  lawn  of  one  of  Brookfield's  lovely  homes. 

In  August,  families  gathered  at  Moose  Mountain  to  enjoy  a  Family  Day  with 
games  and  contests,  entertainment,  a  chicken  barbecue,  and  a  square  dance. 
Local  and  state  officials  attended  this  event. 

In  September,  "Brookfield  Remembered"  was  dramatized  by  a  group  of  local 
thespians  to  the  delight  of  a  large  audience.  November  brought  the  second 
annual  Brookfield  Craft  Fair. 

On  December  30,  with  a  reenactment  of  the  signing  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation 
and  a  musical  program  by  the  Portsmouth  Youth  String  Ensemble  Quartet,  the 
bicentennial  year  closed. 

The  sale  of  commemorative  items  throughout  the  year  offset  all  expenses  of  the 
celebration.  Many  of  these  items  are  still  available  through  the  Commission. 
Several  of  the  events  were  highlighted  by  special  Brookfield  Station  postal 
cancellation  stamps  featuring  the  bicentennial  logo. 

The  Commission  remains  dedicated  to  preserving  and  promoting  interest  in 
Brookfield's  rich  history.  To  that  end,  the  Commission  will  continue  to  pursue 
two  of  its  original  goals,  publishing  the  Brookfield  history  and  producing  a 
videotape  that  will  chronicle  the  events  of  the  bicentennial  year.  We  wish  to 
extend  hearty  thanks  to  all  the  townspeople  who  contributed  to  the  success  of 
the  year  in  countless  ways,  but  primarily  through  their  support  of  the  events.

Report  of  the  Brookfield  Conservation  Commission 

The  Spring  found  the  Conservation  Commission,  led  by  Jim  Whittemore, 
walking  several  important  wetland  areas  in  the  town.  In  June  we  once 
again  sponsored  Clean-up  Day  in  conjunction  with  the  Bicentennial 
Commission  and  the  planned  events  for  the  Town.  Also  in  June  several 
commissioners  attended  a  NH  Method  Training  Workshop  in  Meredith 
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to  rank  the  importance  of  wetlands  within  the  community.  Several  members 
also  attended  a  workshop  in  Wolfeboro  to  familiarize  the  committee  with  the 
new  Minimum  Expedited  Application. 

We  addressed  several  manure  handling  issues  within  the  town  and,  with  the 
selectmen,  were  able  to  resolve  the  problems.  We  also  viewed  a  potential 
building  lot  on  Cooks  Pond,  reviewed  several  forest  management  activities  that 
had  minimum  impact  on  wetlands  within  Brookfield  and  a  request  to  dredge 
that  was  approved.

Report  of  the  Town  Archivist 

The  position  of  Town  Archivist  was  created  by  passage  of  town  warrant  in 
March,  1994.  This  is  a  volunteer  position  and  the  Town  Archivist  was  named  by 
the  Selectmen  in  April,  1994.  The  primary  job  of  the  Archivist  is  to  catalog  and 
maintain  Town  records  and  documents. 

The  focus  of  the  first  eight  months  of  this  position  has  been  a  discovery  process  - 
beginning  to  identify  what  records  and  documents  are  in  the  Town  House,  and 
where  they  are  located.  Efforts  have  been  focused  on  securing  documents, 
beginning  to  catalog  what  the  Town  has,  and  developing  a  system  to  better 
organize  records.  With  the  bicentennial  year  and  the  on-going  work  on  writing 
the  history  of  Brookfield  by  the  Bicentennial  Commission,  particular  effort 
was  made  in  providing  documentation  from  the  archives  regarding 
various  historic  matters. 

The  archivist  is  an  active  member  of  the  "New  Hampshire  Archivists", 
and  has  attended  both  the  spring  and  fall  meeting  and  workshop.  In 
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addition,  relationship  has  been  established  with  the  "New  Hampshire 
Preservation  Initiative"  and  the  state  archivist  in  Concord.  Materials  for 
preservation  are  purchased  through  the  State  Library  in  Concord  at  greatly 
reduced  cost  due  to  bulk  purchasing  for  the  whole  state. 

The  archivist  invites  residents  of  the  Town  to  consider  donations  to  the  archives 
of  significant  records  and  documents  pertaining  to  the  town  of  Brookfield  and  its 
history.  If  donation  is  not  possible,  let  us  photocopy  pertinent  documents  and 
records  you  may  have.
